J. B, BUCKSTONE. 

Poor old Buckatone 1s dying or dead, 
The man now after a fitful fever sloops well, 
who has made millions roar with his sallies 
and his clever interpretation as an actor of 
those low-comedy characters created by 
some of our gréatest dramatiets to make 
pecple laugh and grow fat, -Buckstone 
haa been a very prolific producer of adapta- 
tions and orlginal plays, dramas and come- 
dies, which will long live on the Stage. 
Who that has read or witnessed bis 
“blowers of the Forest,” or seen him as Zony 
Lumpkyn, will hear of his probable death 
in poverty without deep regrat? Mr 
Buckstone has brought up a large family, 
six sons and daughtera ; two or three of 
them are on the boards ; Miss Buckstone 
only retired this year on marrying acoronet, | 
she is one of the London actresses against 
whom no breath of scandal tias ever been 
heard, and she is fitted to adorn any 
position, even the high one abe has been 
chosen to fill. Her poor father, shortly 
bofore her marriage, was the recipient at 
the bands of those who knew him and 
valued and honoured him, of as great 
a compliment perhaps as was ever paid to 
any actor or actress, a benefit to which all 
the eminent professionals who appeared in 
the night’s work contributed their services 
gladly and gratuitously, A large sum of 
money was realised for him then,—

During this period he b:came 
acquaint d with the late Edound Kean, to 
whose «encouragement he probably owed no 
smai! amuunt of his early success, . In 1824 
Mr 'T, Dibdin resigned the management of 
the Surrey Theatre, and his successor, Sfr 
W. Burroughs, engaged Mr buckstone, 
who made his first appearance before a 
metropolit.n audience as Peter Smink, in 
“Tho Armistice,” His success 60 n led to 
other engagements.
